subsequent calls were 
silent or hung up when 
the coastguard tried to re¬ 
call the phone number. 

With no last known lo¬ 
cation of the male, and 
only a general reported 
area, a rescue party was 
sent out and the entire 
cliff top was searched be¬ 
tween Hive beach and 
West Bay but nothing 
was found. 

During their cliff top 
search, additional 999 
calls were made from the 
same phone indicating 
that the person was now 
on the beach.

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Mountjoy School celebrates Ofsted report 


STAFF and students at Mountjoy School in 
Beaminster are celebrating after being rated as 
'Good'in their latest Ofsted inspection. 

The school was under review in February this 
year and was found to have improved consider¬ 
ably after their last inspection in 2013, which 
found the school required improvement. 

According to the report, all pupils show very 
positive attitudes to their learning and produce 
work they are proud of, behaviour around the 
school is outstanding and attendance is good as 
well as pupils'progress in English and Maths. 

The report also states that since the last inspec¬ 
tion the new headteacher has provided a "clear, 
decisive leadership" and has effectively tackled 
any poor performance and ensured good stan¬ 
dards in all areas of the school. 

The inspector found that all teachers monitor 
the quality of teaching for the subject they lead, 
they provide good leadership to their teams and 
as a result, all teachers strongly drive improve¬ 
ments. 

The governors were also said to "understand 
the strengths and weaknesses of the school, they 
ensure that good standards are maintained". 

Tracy Scammell, chairman of governors, said: "I 
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am very pleased that the dedication, hard work 
and commitment by the headteacher and all the 
staff, pupils, parents and governors of Mountjoy 
School has been recognised by Ofsted as'Good'. 

"This is an excellent and truly deserving result 
for the whole school." 

The school, which was marked on six key areas, 
received an 'Outstanding' result for its work to 
promote pupils' personal development and wel¬ 


fare. It was highlighted that if pupils are not able 
to attend school for health reasons, school staff 
provide lessons in the pupil's home, with the 
school also employing a family liaison officer. 

Praise 

School staff were also praised for providing "ex¬ 
cellent support to pupils and their families, as a 
result pupils make impressive gains in their self- 
confidence and personal development". 

Fleadteacher Jackie Shanks said: "I am de¬ 
lighted with the result of Ofsted's inspection, it 
marks a real turning point for the school. 

"Everyone involved with the school has made 
enormous strides forward and I am so proud to 


have been a part of that. 

"There is no time for complacency though, it 
will take a concerted effort to keep us moving 
forward but in the mean time I think we have all 
earned a well deserved pat on the back." 

It was added that for the school to reach 'out¬ 
standing' it needs to "improve leadership and 
management by ensuring that school improve¬ 
ment priorities are sharply focused on achieving 
outstanding outcomes for all pupils", "ensuring 
that lessons are planned to meet the individual 
needs of all pupils", and "further developing the 
multi-sensory impairment learning approach so 
that more pupils can benefit from it".

Hoax call holds up genuine rescue near Golden Cap

A spokesperson for the West Bay 
Coastguard said: “By now it was 
dark, the tide was high and the 
beach was cut off in several areas 
by recent cliff falls. 

“It was deemed too dangerous to 
put search teams on the beach in 
these conditions and so the deci¬ 
sion was made by Solent to launch 
rescue helicopter 106 from Port¬ 
land. 

“Whilst the helicopter was en 
route, the West Bay officers re-po- 
sitioned to Freshwater to search 
the beachfront areas. 

“Information was then received 
from Dorset Police that the phone 
number used to make the calls was 
known to them as being one asso¬ 
ciated with hoax calls to the emer¬ 
gency services. 

“As the helicopter was on scene, 
a full night time search was made 
to make sure that there were no ca¬ 


sualties at risk in the area, after 
which all coastguard assets were 
then stood down to return to sta¬ 
tion.” 

The series of hoax calls pre¬ 
vented officers helping colleagues 
rescue a man who was trapped in 
mud for three and a half hours at 
Golden Cap. 

The spokesperson added: “In 
total, seven coastguard rescue of¬ 
ficers spent a combined 28 hours 
of time searching and in addition, 
one coastguard rescue vehicle and 
one coastguard rescue helicopter 
and its crew were committed to 
this incident. 

“It is worth noting that while the 
above assets were dealing with 
this possible hoax, our flank team 
over at Lyme Regis Coastguard 
were dealing with a very difficult 
mud rescue in the dark under the 
cliffs near Golden Cap and we 
were prevented from assisting 
them due to this tasking. 


“The coastguard will always re¬ 
spond to persons who might be at 
risk and we have no issues at all 
with being called out to a false 
alarms as we would rather be safe 
than sorry. 

“However, deliberate hoax calls 
can put lives at risk and will be 
dealt with most severely by the 
police.” 

A spokesperson for the Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency said: “We 
never put a price on human life. 
If we get a 999 call we treat it as 
real. 

“Making hoax calls is against the 
law and we seek to prosecute any¬ 
one found doing so, but search re¬ 
sources will always be used just in 
case it is an emergency. 

“We would always urge people 
to call 999 and ask for the coast¬ 
guard if they are in danger or think 
someone else might be in distress. 
Calling 999 in these cases is al¬ 
ways the right thing to do.”

County councillors agree 
on two unitary authorities 


DORSET county councillors 
have voted for a change in the 
set-up of local government, vot¬ 
ing for two councils in Dorset 
rather than nine. 

At a full meeting last week, 
county councillors had the op¬ 
portunity to openly debate six 
options for reducing the number 
of councils in Dorset, or not. 

A clear majority of councillors 
voted to change to a model of 
two unitary councils, made up of 
either one unitary council for the 
current county council area and 
one for Bournemouth and Poole, 
or one for the area of East 
Dorset, North Dorset, Purbeck, 
West Dorset, Weymouth and 
Portland and one for 
Bournemouth, Poole and 
Christchurch. 

Cllr Robert Gould, leader of 
Dorset County Council, said: 
“We had a thorough debate in 
which nearly all county council¬ 
lors had their say. 

“It was encouraging to see 
agreement that we need to 
change and do things better for 
the people of Dorset. 

“We now have a clear consen¬ 
sus around having one new 
council serving the whole ‘shire’ 
Dorset area, with an enhanced 
role for town and parish councils 
to deliver local services and 
strengthen their identity. 

“This would simplify the 
structure of local government 
for residents, save money and 
help our case for a really ambi¬ 
tious devolution deal for Dorset. 

“We will continue to work 
with the other Dorset councils to 
develop a solution for the whole 
county. 

“A key part of this will be con¬ 
sulting with local people to 
make sure everyone has a 
chance to be involved. 

“This is a great opportunity for 


the whole of Dorset to create 
something that supports the fu¬ 
ture needs and ambitions of the 
county.” 

The vote is not a binding deci¬ 
sion for the council. The council 
voted unanimously to do more 
work on the preferred options 
and a report will be brought to 
its meeting with a view to devel¬ 
oping a full business case. 

Before the council makes any 
decisions, it will give local peo¬ 
ple the chance to have their say 
in a public consultation, which 
is likely to be held in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Rebecca Knox, Dorset County 
Councillor for the Beaminster 
ward, said: “The Dorset County 
Council debate last week was 
extremely helpful in giving a di¬ 
rection to where work can 
progress to review local govern¬ 
ment and public services reform 
across the county. All party 
agreement was that no change is 
not an option. 

“Hearing and engaging with 
residents is now a priority as 
there is a great deal to do in a 
short amount of time and every¬ 
one’s input is needed. 

“I am leading a cross party 
group at Dorset County Council 
to look at the detail but this now 
needs to expand and include oth¬ 
ers from across the public serv¬ 
ice arena, parish and town 
councils, community groups 
and many others who can con¬ 
tribute. 

“This is an opportunity to 
grasp to improve delivery of 
public services to all areas of the 
county.” 

Ros Kayes, Bridport town, dis¬ 
trict and county councillor, also 
supports the move as she be¬ 
lieves that centralising statutory 
functions into one council 
should be balanced with more 


power being devolved to towns 
and parishes. 

She said: “Re-organisation is 
well overdue in Dorset. People 
don’t understand what the differ¬ 
ent councils do - and really it 
makes no sense having one 
council doing planning and 
housing and another doing 
roads, schools and care for the 
elderly. 

“Add to that the double 
amount of councillors needed 
and councillors’ allowances 
being paid from public money. 

“One point of contact for 
everything will be good and Lib 
Dems in Dorset have been push¬ 
ing for this measure for a long 
time. 

“However, the proposals are 
not for union with Bournemouth 
and Poole because rural Dorset 
needs to control its resources 
and not have them sucked into 
the conurbation - so we will ei¬ 
ther see an eastern block and a 
western block or a shire unitary. 

“I prefer the latter option as it 
will pack a greater punch when 
negotiating with central govern¬ 
ment. 

“This is a really good thing - it 
will be ground-breaking for 
Dorset but it must result in local 
people feeling they have more 
say and more control over their 
destiny!” 

County councillors rejected 
the options for a single Dorset 
unitary authority for 
Bournemouth, Dorset and 
Poole, two other options for sep¬ 
arate unitary authorities, and of 
making no change to the current 
structure. 

All councils are working to¬ 
gether to agree on their preferred 
option before the business case 
is submitted to the secretary of 
state at the beginning of next 
year.

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EU membership debate continues 


■ WITH the three main political parties 
supporting the ‘In’ campaign for a continu¬ 
ation of our membership of the European 
Union, it is pleasing that the independent 
Police and Crime Commissioner is, for the 
reasons stated, supporting the Brexit cam¬ 
paign and withdrawal: and, to the reasons 
given by the commissioner for leaving the

■ CLLR Rickard states West 
Dorset District Council wasted 
over £15million on West Walks 
House in Dorchester. 

In fact the cost of South Walks 
House (SWH) was some £9.7M 
which has to be offset by the 
£1.5M+ achieved from the sale 
of Stratton House and the £3M it 
was estimated would be needed 
to upgrade Stratton House to 
meet minimal acceptable stan¬ 
dards had WDDC remained put. 

Thus in fact a cost of under 
£5.2M - not £15M. These costs 
are a matter of record. 

Furthermore SWH was esti¬ 
mated to save over £400k p.a. 
offsetting its cost in some 10 
years. SWH is a very GREEN 
building. Since the original con¬ 
cept staff from Weymouth & 
Portland BC, North Dorset DC 


have been accommodated in 
SWH resulting in even more sav¬ 
ings and further savings as we 
have now being able to merge 
the workforce of the three oun- 
cils. Such savings would have 
been difficult to achieve without 
SWH. 

Cllr Rickard also criticises the 
decision of WDDC's cross party 
quasi-judicial committee to ap¬ 
prove a planning application 
contrary to the officers' recom¬ 
mendation. Whilst I did not vote 
in favour of approval of that par¬ 
ticular application the reasons 
the majority did so were valid 
and lawful. 

The £20,000 costs of the en¬ 
quiry that had to be borne by 
the Council Tax payer resulted 
from complaints (shown to be 
unfounded) by members of the 


public who did not accept the 
democratic decision. 

As a member of WDDC for 25 
years (Independent, Lib Dem 
and now Conservative) I do not 
recognise Dave Rickard's de¬ 
scription of our current council 
being "autocratic and corrupt 
elite-run". 

Contrary to the impression 
portrayed by Public First we do 
have cross party committees 
and major issues will often be 
the subject of member briefings 
by officers. Any member can at¬ 
tend the executive and ask to 
speak. Executive decisions often 
need to be ratified by full council 
or are able to be called in. 

The current system (cabinet or 
executive) was a Labour Govern¬ 
ment initiative and has some 
merit. If the referendum pro¬ 


posal is accepted (and if WDDC 
survives long enough as a sepa¬ 
rate council for the change to be 
implemented) the required 
change could have cost implica¬ 
tions. 

Irrespective of the system the 
wish of the majority-whether of 
one party or cross party - will 
usually prevail. 

Unfortunately once the peti¬ 
tion was submitted costs were 
incurred for the taxpayer (albeit 
limited to £95,000 due to the 
PCC election on the same day). 

Even though the result may 
not have time to be imple¬ 
mented, for example, owing to 
the creation of a unitary author¬ 
ity I see no reason for not voting.

Higher bills, less services 


■ I HAVE just received my Council 
Tax demand for 2016/17 and found 
that it has risen to over £1,800 a 
year. 

That is for a fairly modest house in 
Bridport - a large market town with 
no bus service to speak of, individ¬ 
uals with back complaints needing 
surgery having to travel to Salisbury 
for treatment, lucky to see a police¬ 
man on foot patrol, and with our 
youth clubs, libraries and NHS in¬ 
creasingly under threat. 

So, in reality, we are being asked 
to pay more Council Tax whilst suf¬ 
fering a decline in public services - 
which in any civilised society, are 
considered essential services. 

However the same rules would 
not seem to apply to those who live 
in central London. 


For example, Westminster resi¬ 
dents not only enjoy a comprehen¬ 
sive and efficient public transport 
system, but have lots of local hospi¬ 
tals, easily available by public trans¬ 
port, libraries and public swimming 
pools. 

Given so, the highest council tax 
in Westminster for a Band H prop¬ 
erty is just £1337.62. 

We do, of course, hear a great deal 
about the economic unfairness of 
the North/South divide, but along¬ 
side this is an increasing urban/rural 
divide, which in many respects is 
puzzling, given that the present 
Government's support has always 
been at its strongest in rural areas.

In my experience, tradespeople 
rarely separate recyclables from non- 
recyclables, so if you want to make your build 
more environmentally friendly, you'll need 
to police the skip (and any rubbish bags) and 
extract anything that should be in the 
recycling bin.

3. THE MATERIALS YOU USE: Many of us 
consider food miles when doing our weekly 
shop, but perhaps not where the products we 
use to renovate our homes come from.

5. ECO EMULSION PAINT: If you're looking 
for eco emulsion paint, there are plenty of 
specialist brands. For example, Naturepaint 
(from £3.98 for a tester, B&Q) is a powdered 
paint (made in Cornwall using locally sourced 
ingredients) that you mix with water 
before use. For wood and metal, water-based 
paints contain fewer harmful VOCs (volatile 
organic compounds) than solvent-based 
ones. The former have disadvantages - they're 
rarely as hard wearing as solvent-based 
alternatives and you have to do several 
coats of white to get even coverage - but 
they also have big advantages. They 
dry quickly, are easier to remove from your 
skin and fabrics than solvent-based paints, 
and whites don't yellow, whereas most 
solvent-based ones do.

The front-wheel-drive 190 hp D4 comes with 
an eight-speed automatic gearbox, and offers 
combined fuel consumption of 64.2 mpg and 
C02 emissions of just 116 g/km in the S90. In the 
V90, these figures are 62.8 mpg and 119 g/km. 

The 235 hp D5 utilises an innovative technol¬ 
ogy called PowerPulse to boost responsive¬ 


ness. This uses compressed air, which is stored 
in a tank in the engine bay and refilled auto¬ 
matically, to spool up the turbo at low revs.This 
helps to overcome turbo lag, which is the short 
delay in the power delivery you experience in 
traditional turbocharged engines.

SEAT announces UK pricing and specification for new-look Ibiza CUPRA range 


TWENTY years on from the birth of its 
iconic CUPRA performance arm, which all 
started with an Ibiza, SEAT has confirmed 
UK pricing and specification for the latest 
version of its pocket rocket. Among several 
key changes for the New Ibiza CUPRA are 
a new two-tier range, plus a raft of technical 
enhancements including a new engine 
with even more power and torque, plus 
the small matter of the reintroduction of a 
manual gearbox. 

The New Ibiza CUPRA shows the essence 
of the SEAT brand in its purest form - emo¬ 
tional design, outstanding performance 
and state-of-the-art technology, combined 
to create one of the most dynamic and en¬ 
joyable hot superminis to live with. 

Exclusively available in the SC (Sports 
Coupe) bodystyle, the new-look UK Ibiza 
CUPRA line-up will be available in two ver¬ 
sions. Kicking things off is the standard 
CUPRA for £18,100, £880 less than the pre¬ 
vious model (with DSG transmission), rising 
to £18,900 for CUPRA Black, which is ex¬ 
pected to be the best-selling version. 

Raft of technical improvements 

Among a series of changes with the New 
Ibiza CUPRA, arguably the two most telling 
are the switch to a six-speed manual gearbox, 
plus, a new, even more potent engine. In re¬ 


lation to the former, where 80% of the UK hot 
supermini class is stick shift-based, SEAT will 
be looking to make significant inroads. 

On top of these alterations come larger 
front brakes, plus CUPRA Drive Profile with 
adjustable damping and steering, offering 
two modes, Comfort and Sport. 

Powering the halo model in the Ibiza line¬ 
up is a completely new engine. Out goes 
the previous supercharged 1.4, replaced by 
a 1.8 TSI pushing out an additional 12 PS, 
and crucially, a hefty dose of 70Nm addi¬ 
tional torque, up to 320Nm, across a much 
broader rev range of 1,450 to 4,250 rpm. 
Performance is impressive with zero to 62 
mph dispatched in just 6.7 seconds, before 
heading on to a top speed of 146 mph. At 
the same time, its potency doesn't come at 
the expense of frugality, with fuel economy 
of 45.6 mpg on the combined cycle. 

Expressive design with powerful lines 

The new Ibiza CUPRA has a powerful and 
edgy stance, with the three-door Sports 
Coupe brought to life by sharply executed 
lines and edges.The accentuated rear shoul¬ 
ders and exclusive 17-inch alloy wheels also 
underline its performance. The high-gloss 
black door mirrors and front grille frame set 
a clear contrast to the Ibiza CUPRA's paint¬ 
work, while at the rear its broad bumper 


frames a substantial matt-black diffuser 
which incorporates the race-honed central 
exhaust tailpipe. Emocion Red is the stan¬ 
dard free-of-charge paint choice. 

The upgrades continue on the inside, with 
the latest Ibiza CUPRA taking a series of 
styling cues from its bigger brother, Leon. 
In comes a much higher quality interior, 
with more premium and tactile touches in¬ 
cluding a new steering wheel, air vents, in¬ 
strument panel and infotainment systems. 

Extensive equipment 

As well as the series of improvements 
under the skin, the New Ibiza CUPRA also 
ushers in several new items of equipment, 
including a five-inch Media System with 
colour touchscreen and DAB digital radio, 
Bluetooth® audio streaming and hands-free 
system, plus multi-function steering Wheel. 
In keeping with SEAT'S safety expertise, Hill 
Hold Control and Tiredness Recognition 
System have also been added to its long list 
of core equipment. 

Equipment on both versions is lavish. The 
standard CUPRA profers 17-inch 'Barcino' 
alloy wheels, auto lights and wipers, XDS 
electronic differential lock, CUPRA front 
sports seats, electrically adjustable, heated 
and folding door mirrors, plus climate control 
and cruise control. On the outside, the entry 


point to SEAT'S CUPRA line-up is immediately 
distinguishable through bi-xenon head¬ 
lamps with cornering lights and LED daytime 
running lights and LED rear lights, plus tinted 
glass on the side and rear windows. 

Moving up to the range-topping, and 
likely UK best-selling version, CUPRA Black, 
brings with it a whole host of styling and 
technology additions. Costing £800 more 
than the standard CUPRA, but offering 
around £1,000 worth of additional equip¬ 
ment, for an even sportier and striking look, 
it welcomes black alloy wheels with red 
brake calipers. It also benefits 
from a Navigation System with 
6.5-inch colour touchscreen, 3D 
map display, voice recognition 
and two SD card slots. 

Unsurprisingly, given the gen¬ 
erous standard equipment list 
for both versions of the New 
Ibiza CUPRA, buyers won't need 
to be ticking every box in the 
options list with wild abandon. 

However, for those seeking the 
ultimate in comfort, style and 
technology, there are several 
tempting items available. 

Among them for CUPRA are 
SEAT Sound which profers six 


high-quality speakers, a boot mounted sub¬ 
woofer and an amplifier for £155, as well as 
Navigation System (includes Media System 
Plus with 6.5-inch color touchscreen with 
proximity sensor, MP3 compatible CD 
player and Bluetooth™ voice recognition) at 
£580 and Full Link for an enticing £145. 

Taking the cabin ambience even higher 
on both versions are three upmarket addi¬ 
tions; sporty Alcantara upholstery for £400, 
a panoramic glass sunroof at £495, together 
with ambient interior lighting for only £60. 
All prices quoted include VAT.

Senior decides to call it a day 


TREVOR Senior has announced that he will 
be leaving Bridport Football Club at the end 
of the season. 

The 54-year old former Reading and Mid¬ 
dlesbrough striker has decided that after 
seven seasons at the helm of the Bees it is 
time to stand down, and will leave St Mary's 
Field at the end of the current campaign in 
what is his second spell at the club. 

He told club chairman Adrian Scadding of 
his decision in a telephone call on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

Senior told View Spot : "I'm leaving on 
good terms. I've had ten years over the two 
spells at the club and have thoroughly en¬ 
joyed it.There are some great people there 
working tirelessly off the field, and I have 
had great support from the players. 

My first spell was "old school", but the 
games changed particularly over the last 
couple of years. 

"Players have got so many other distrac¬ 
tions from football, and whilst we have 
some dedicated players at the club, I was 
finding it more difficult to keep everybody 
happy when they're available, and it was 
difficult to maintain a settled side due to 
unavailability. 

That's the only negative thing about the 
players as regards to some of their commit¬ 
ment. However there has always been a 
good spirit at the club." 

On his decision to call it a day he said:"l've 
been contemplating leaving for a while. 
There have been a few things over the last 
couple of weeks or so that have finally 
made my mind up. 

"It's made me think whether I can get my 
head around another pre-season, trying to 
get and keep players and sorting out pre¬ 
season friendlies. After Tuesday's game 
where I had one or two negative comments 
from around the ground I felt that I could¬ 
n't, and that it was time for someone else to 
have a go. Perhaps a fresh face at the helm 
might be just what Bridport need. 

"For me, it's the end of an era because I 
have loved it at Bridport, it's a great club, 
and I obviously wish them all the best in the 
future. 

"I have fifteen games left now and hope¬ 
fully I can go out on a high. I just feel having 
made the decision the pressure has lifted a 
bit, and I just want to enjoy it, which I 


haven't over the last couple of weeks. 

"When I spoke to my wife Karen on 
Wednesday night she said I will know when 
it is time, and that's now." 

Bridport Football Club Chairman Adrian 
Scadding said:"We'll be sorry to see him go, 
but respect his decision. He's been with the 
club for ten years over the two spells and 
has become a good friend as well as man¬ 
ager. 

"He'served the club well, been a very loyal 
and hard working and helps a lot fundrais¬ 
ing as well as running the football side, and 
the club is very appreciative of that. 

Having spoken on Wednesday, he told me 
he felt it was time for a break. It was a mu¬ 
tual decision and he has agreed to stay until 
the end of the season to allow us time to 
find a replacement. I wish him every suc¬ 
cess in what he may do in the future." 

Long serving defender Ryan Hayter who 
has been at the club for more than a 
decade and for all of Senior's second spell 
said of his boss: "He's been a really good 
manager for Bridport and I don't thinkthere 
is a manager in the Toolstation Western 
league that is currently as long at one club. 
He has brought stability at St Mary's, got us 
promotion back up to the Premier Division 
almost immediately, and kept us there. 

"He's a really nice guy and all the players 
who have played under him really like him, 
and has made a good impression. It will be 
very different without him being there, but 
I wish him all the best in the future." 

Dorchester-born Senior had a distin¬ 
guished professional career as a player after 
being signed by Portsmouth from the Mag¬ 
pies for £35k in 1981. 

He then moved on to Reading where he 
scored an incredible 184 goals in 362 
games in two spells (1983-1987 and 1988- 
1992) and helping the Royals to two pro¬ 
motions from the old Division Four to 
Division Two (now the Championship). 

In between he played briefly for Watford 
and Middlesbrough where he scored two 
vital goals in Boro's promotion to Division 
One, what is now the Premiership. 

He moved into management in 1995 at 
Weymouth before taking charge at St 
Mary's in 1997 where he stayed three sea¬ 
sons before moving to Bridgwater Town. 

He returned in the summer of 2009 and 


led the club to promotion back to the Tool- 
station Western League Premier Division in 
2010-11 after a seven year break. 

Weeks quits Bees 

ASHLEY Weeks has sensationally walked 
out on Bridport after claiming that as long 
as Trevor Senior was manager of the club he 
wouldn't work with him.
